SHOES. OF THE PAST | 
Present Day Footgear Owes its Shape | J 
to the Romans | 

The early shoe seems to have been | 
a sandal. In the Roman, Egyptian, ! 
and Greek cays men wore sandals ot! 
hide or leather or wood. | 

\/hen we read of shoes in t'.e Bible 
we know that sandals were meant. { 
Egypt they made sandals woven from | 
palm leaves and papyrus. Tt was 
the fashion for a conquering Wgypttan! 
to have painted ow the soles of his 
shoes the figures and faces of his con- 
quered enemies. 

In early iimes the sands! took ot 
many forms. In Greece the sock was | 
used for comedy and th.» buskin fer| 
tragedy. The Luskin rewched to tho} 
knee, something like a Wellington 
boot. he sock reached on'ty to the 
ankle and wa, worn whenever Gg ilc#® 
movement was desired. 

It was in Rome first that th> sandal 
began to take shape like our modern 
shoe. There are in East n Europe 
many people whose civilization is d& 
rived from Rom, who still cling to 
the un-reformed sandal. But in the 
days when Rome was in her glory 
shoes were far from a simple affair. 
For instance ths shoe gear of the 
patricians was decorated with golden 
clasps and elaborately embroide:ed. 

The sandals of Egyptians had wood- 
en so!c And the French peasant af 
the present generatio: derives his 
sabots from that souree. Emperors 
wore purple buskins, and red was 
even permitted the nobility, but the 
common people were forced to content 
thems:lvyes with the plain sober col- 
ors. 

In the early vears in England extra- 
} ordinary development. tovk place in 
the shoe line. The Plantagents had 
the toes of their shoes turned up like 
horns «* drawn out to a long length 
and pulled up to the knee. These 
were brilliantly bedecked with jewels 
and precious stones., Rosettes and 
ribbons Were also attached. 

All nations recognize ‘thr: footgear 
is the most important part of an 
army's equipmen.. It has been claim- 
ed that the sturdy sandals of the Teu- 
tonie tribes enabled them to cross 
Europe to ths walls of Rome, and 
that if it had not been for the stabil- 
ity of their shoe apparel iney would 
erst have been successful in conquer- 
ing the Romans, 


PORTSMEN 
all over Canada have 
been quick to recognize the 
thoroughbred in the new Rem- 
ington-UMC high-power slide action 
repeating rifle.
